used in the treatment of goiter? 
It takes very little iodine to pre­ 
vent simple goiter. People who use 
iodized salt continuously are mak­ 
ing a mistake. Iodine need be given 
I only for a short time during the 
spring and fall in order to reduce 
I the simple goiters which occur in 
goitrous localities. 
Iodine is a two-edged sword 
in 
the treatment of goiter. 
It should j 
be used very carefully, and we have j 
a number of records of extremely | 
severe reactions. These consist of i 
lever, eruptions on the skin, a con­ 
dition of runny nose and even jaun­ 
dice. 
When any of these symp­ 
toms 6ccur in a goiter victim who 
has been taking iodine. Hie iodine 
should be Stopped 
This is not to say that iodine is , 
not a useful remedy in goiter. It is. I
